dence.  Truly  this  is  a  new,  but  we  are  not  prepared 
to  My,  happy  era.  But  perhaps  the  authors  of  the 
letter  may  aiMwer,  the  Mlvation  of  the  wmiI  la  to  he 
attained  ij  the  oveans  proposed.  But  this  is  not  clear- 
ly  stated  m  the  circular.  The  end  there  propoaed  u> 
pbinly  this : — **  above  all  other  things  make  your 
children  Epiacopa liana,”  which  is  enforced  by  a  so¬ 
lemn  reference  to  future  accountability  at  the  judg¬ 
ment  bar.

Mr.  Editor, — It  appc'ars  to  me  that  the  Chris'ian 
Obt.erver,  in  the  extract  given  in  your  last  nuinfer, 
haiJgrCitly  misconceived  the  funeral  sermon  on  Bishop 
White,  prcacfied  by  Bi-hop  Onderdonk.  Though  the 
Christian  Obterver  aecribw  certain  erroncou.-  opiiiiom' 
to  Bi-hop  O  ,  I  read  no' h ing  of  the  -orl  in  hia  sermon  ; 
nor  do  I  find  there  any  thing  more  tl  an  the  Observ*  r 
ii8*’lf  maintains.  The  ()hi«erver  allows  that  lome  {*er- 
sons  are  **  drawn  or  broken  in”  “by  a  very  soft  and 
gradual  proce-s.  like  the  sun  calmly  rl-ing  a'ter  the 
lengthen'd  twilight  of  a  siimmer's  morning:”  in  such 
ca-es,  we  must  supp^  there  would  be,  as  Bishop  O 
remarks,  “only  an  indistinct  exp  rience  of  pn  I  nt 
feelings,”  “  not  a  deep  'ind  harrowing  conviction  of  the 
Vilen 'sa  of  personal  depravity,”  “but  an  obscure  per¬ 
ception  of  the  darker  or  deeper  feelings  of  Chrirtianiiy,”

the  memory.”  I  think,  therefore,  that  the  Chr'siian 
Observer  has  conct'ded  the  very  doctrine  it  condemns 
in  Bi-hop  O.  If  n  t,  the  figure  of  a  serene  dawn  and 
twilight,  and  sun-rising,  must  be  extended  to  a  day 
broken  by  storms,  i.  e.  a  soul  distracted  by  great  sin- 
after  this  placid  eonversi  hi  ;  which  obviously  is  not  the 
case  demribed.  Bishop  O.  admits  fully  the  existence 
of  emo^iofis,  though  not  strong  ones,  in  such  cases; 
“they  know  and  feel  that  they  are  sinners,  and  have 
no  hope  but  in  the  cross,  [yet]  do  not  so  feel  it,”  Slc 
He  even  granfs  that,  through  the  force  of  cirrum- 
sfances,  “tlie  feelings  nam*‘d  may  exim,  yet  neither 
be  told  to  others,  nor  be  made  account  of  by  the  per¬ 
son  himself;”  “perhaps  our  lamented  father  in  (Jod 
knew  more  of  them  than  his  calm  temperament  allow¬ 
ed  him  to  express.”  I  think,  therefore,  that  the  Chris, 
tivn  Observer  has  very  gratuitcHuly  miMpprehended 
this  p*rtioa  of  Bishop  O.’s  discourse. 

Am!  just  as  gratuitous  is  the  intimation,  that  Bisbop 
O.  “alludes  todiMmetion*  arising  from  some difTerence 
of  moral  character,  which  make*  C'm  version  needful 
for  one  ma**,  and  0*>t  for  tDotber,”  Th"  btahop  declares 
expltci’ly  the  reverse  of  ih's,  affirmingof  the  sort  of 
P*^^®**  here  intended,  “he  ntust  have  been  aanetijied 
from  childhood,”  and  if  B  shop  White,  using  the  popu¬ 
lar  expressino,  •he  was  Mnetified  from  the  womb.” 
8oreIy  sanctificstios’  iaclodes  conversion,  or,  if  you 
choose,  presumes  i',  in  a  follen  being.  Toe  the  mme 
effect  is  the  Bi^xip’s  hingnage,  “  if  &is  depravity  [of 
our  common  nature]  has  bera  so  early  subdued,  that 
Its  more  conspicuous  fruits  have  been  kept  from  ex- 
pending  beyond  the  bnd,”  4lc.  ;  the  “subduing”  of  the 
“  depravity  of  onr  common  nature”  implies  conversion. 
We  who  live  in  ibis  iieighbochoo>i,  or  in  this  diocese,

design  lodraw  the  attention  of  yonr  rentiora  lo  one, 

I  small  branch  of  the  question — the  organ  voluntaries, 
or  the  performances  of  the  organ  when  it  is  unaccom¬ 
panied  by  the  cii'iir. 

I’he  object  of  the  voluntary  b*fore  the  cocnmrnre- 
rnent  of  service,  1  understand  m  be  to  call  Ihe  attention 
('f  llie  Congregatum  Ut  the  duties  of  worstiip,  and  togiv« 
an  irnpre**foii»ri  ofaolernnily  befitting  Ihe  occasion.  The 
tun**,  therefore,  it  would  seem,  as  a  matter  of  conr«e, 
ought  to  be  of  a  si'lennn,  impremive  devcription,  ai'd 
such  aa  would  naturally  be  aewicialed  with  ernUioeu’s 
of  devotirin.  But  does  not  this  cliaraci*  ristic  apf*'*r 
to  be  generally  wanting  in  the  airs  M'lccUdfr  tin* 
purpose?  The  impreasion  maiie  on  the  nmndauf  rri'st 
heyrers,  I  appreherHl  is,  that  the  organist  w  playing 
without  notes  or  plan,  but  is  exercising  bw  ingenmty 
in  contrasting  high  and  Io'JV  orates,  varying  the  stop*, 
and  making  at  one  riKiment  ss  much,  and,  at  ihe  next, 
as  little  noise  as  poasible.  Perhaps  af*nie  dozen  mn- 
noisseurs  in  a  cmigregation  may  appreciate  such  slod, 
and  may  create asariciatiorui  that  will  cause  them  to  be 
better  prepared  to  accompany  the  minister  with  a  pure 
heart  and  humble  voice  to  the  throne  of  the  heavenly 
grace.  But  from  some  observation  and  exp*.'rience  I 
am  K'd  very  sermualy  to  quest  on  w  hethertheumnean- 
ing  medley  reforred  to  is  not  often  positively  di*sgrre- 
abie  to  the  maM  of  worshippers. 

The  correctionof  this  aimtmkn  is  so  easy,  or  at  least 
the  experiment  to  decide  whether  it  is  a  mistake  can 
be  so  easily  made,  that  it  is  worth  the  trial.  There 
are  hundreds  of  overtures,  cooiaining  a  distinct  sir, 
having  every  reeemmendstirm  of  suitsbh'ness,  which 
eould  srrest  the  attentk'O  of  every  hearer,  and  have  a 
tendency  to  touch  their  feelings.  The  airs  of  anthems, 
and  of  hymns  of  unusual,  or  even  ordinary  metres,
